A speciaily interesting meeting of 
the Agricultural Club was held in the 
Conyocation hall of the T[niversity, 


Tuesday evening. Dean Howes of the 
Faculty of Agriculture, oceupied the 
chair, and introduced the speaker of 
the evening, the Hon. George Hoad- 
ley’, minister of agriculture for Alber- 
ta. In his opeaing remarks, Dean 
Howes pointed out that during the 
past two years there had been a mark- 
ed falling off in the number of stu- 
dents registered for courses in agri- 
culture at some of the Western uni- 
versities. At the University of Alberta 
however. the tendenoy was in the op- 
posite direction. Here the registration 
had nearly doubled itselg in one year, 
and now totalled sixty-eight, a fact 
which augured well for the future of 
agriculture in this Province. 
Addreas Full of Interest. 

Mr. Hoadiey’s addrees was an in- 
tensely practical one at the same time 
full of interest. He gave the impres- 
sion of one who spoke from a thor- 
ough knowledge of life, that knowl- 
edge which comes only after years of 
keen observation. His very appear- 
ance -his foreful manner and his al- 
most Scottish accent, gave further 
weight to the words which he uttered 

After expressing his pleasure at be- 
ing able to meet the members of the 
club, the mintster of agriculture spoke 
of the splendd opportunity which 
present day young men have in the 
way of agricultural education. A 
knowledge of scientific agriculture 
and sound business principles must 
enable the farmer to produce oa high 
quality product at comparatively low 
cost. In the years to come. fariners 
must cut down the cost of produttion 
to a minimum. The consumer cannot 
be asked to pay present prices for 
agricultural products, unless the far- 
mer can show that they have been 
produced at the lowest possible cost. 
Only an application of scientific 
principles can bring about this iower- 
ing in the cost of production. The 
speaker held that the days of pure 
grain farming, in this province. were 
numbered. Within the next five 
yeara probebly half a mfilion acres 
would be placed under trrigation in 
Southern Alberta. This would mean a 
charge on the land: of probably not 
less than seventy-five dollars per acre 
and je overcome this heavy overhead 
expense, the successful farmer would 
have to employ more intensive meth- 
ods of farming. Fodder crops, not 
Grain crops, would have to be grown, 
and from this the keeping of 
stock would logieally follow. Expen- 
sive and wasteful methods would have 
to be abandoned, and here again the 
— with scientific training would 
wih, 

Subject of Live Stock. 

The speaker dealt at some length 
with the subject of live stack. At pres- 
ent, he said ,there is considerable de- 
pression jn both the horse and cattle 
inarkets, Still. even under present 
ondiions, an animal of high quality 
and of the proper type is in good 
demand. As an example, horses weigh- 
ing from sixteen hundred to seventeen 
hundred pounds will bring five hun- 
dred dollars, which should return a 
tair profit to the breeder. 

In both the beef and dairy indus- 
tries there is money to be made. Care- 
ful ectentific breeding, and feeding, 
must be practiced, but more than that, 
the farmer must select the ‘breeds 
which gre dest suited to the district 
in which he lives. Great Britain has 
numerous beef and dairy breeds. and 
each one has {ts place. Each breed is 
maintained not because of some fad 
or fancy, but because of its peculiar 
adaptability to some particular dis- 
other bree@ under the same condi- 
tions. 
ta then it is only reasoneble to sup- 
pose that we have a place for many 
different breeds. It is the business of 
the farmer to select the breed _ best 
suited to his particular distric® the 
breed which will pay the greatest re- 
turn per dollar invested. and not the 
breed which may please his eye or 
suit his fancy, The farmer must seek 
nature's help, not compete with her.

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An Encouraging Outlook. 


The taxpayers may find encour- 
agement in the financial situation 
of the city as it has been presented 
at the civic meetings. What will 
likely engage attention and arouse 
approval is the fact that the tax 
levy for the year was more than 
$400,000 less than that of last 
year, and the tax rate more than 
five mills less. Equally satisfae- 
tory is the news that the street 
railway for the past month has 
shown a surplus over all charges, 
and the prospect that next year 
all the utilities may be operating 
on a paying basis and able to turn 
over a considerable net surplus to 
further lighten the demands upon 
the taxpayers. 
to suppose that the coming year 
will be any less favorable from the 
standpoint of the utilities, or that 


of civic finance, than the present | 


has been; rather the contrary. 
The outlook therefore is for con- 
tinued headway in the direction 
of re- yee ae the city’s credit 
and offmodifying the-tax load to 
a degree that will allow property 
to resume its normal and reason- 
able value. 

It is due to recall at this junc- 
ture that this happy turn in our 
civie affairs did not come about 
by chance. It was brought about 
by the united and aggressive ac- 
tion of the taxpayers. A year ago 


they went to the polls and voted , 


in @ city administration pledged 
to the reduction of taxation, the 
restoration of civic credit, and the 
casing of the tax burden. That 
was the issue of the campaign and 
the platform on which the mayor 
and aldermen secured the confi- 
dence and support of the voters. 
It may be fairly claimed that the 
undertaking has been made good, 
and that the administration has 
kept faith with the taxpayer. 

What has been accomplished in 
the way of retrenchment is im- 
portant. But it is even less im- 
portant than the fact that some- 
thing has been accomplished in 
that direction. The notion that 
the business of the city could not 
be carried on save at a constantly 
increasing cost has been dispelled.
